world know now that the United 
States will not accwt the counter-res-

suggested~at Geneva. This information 
was disclosed at

mitted to the Uni- 
ted States senate 
for 
consideration, 


as it is within the 
prerogative of the 
chief executive to 
determine whether 
he will 
re-submit 


a treaty or proto- 
col if amendments 
are offered by an- 
other government 
or governments. 


The United States wants its reserva- 


toins accepted without 'the crossing of 
a "t" or the dotting of an "i" and if 
the other- governments 
do not wish 


American participation -,on those terms, 
the American government will not be- 
come a member of the world , court. 
TWsIdecision _was reached" by, Presl'T 
derit Coolidge In order to avold-an- 
other debate 
In the senate which 


would become so protracted as to up- 
set the entire legislative ' program In 
the December session of congress. 


THOROUGHLY DEBATED 


The president feels that the matter 


has been thoroughly debated and that 
the senate knew what it was doing 
when it wrote the fifth reservation 
which is the only one the foreign 'pow- 
ers have not accepted as submitted. 
Mr. Coolidge foresees that a big politi- 
cal issue can be made on that fifth 
reservation which appeals to national- 
ism such as characterized the original 
debate on the league of nations cov- 
enant. 
• • -' 


The reservation insists that no ad- 


visory opinion be rendered by the 
world court without the consent of the 
Jnited States on any matter in which 
America claims an Interest. No other 
government in'the world court pos- 
sesses such a veto power. The league 
members, however, agreed to regard 
the sphere of American influence as 
an exception, when they wrote in the 
covenant for instance, that nothing 
therein was to be construed as affect- 
nig regional understandings "like the 
Monroe doctrine." 


The belief here is that now that the 


world has gone forth from the White 
House, there will .be important diplo- 
matic exchanges between the leading 
powers and that if the admission, of 
the United States is really sought then 
modifications will be suggested. One 
formula advanced Is that the veto 
power bo given the United States but 
that if it is arbitrarily used than the 
right of the world court members to 
withdraw their approval of the reser- 
vation will be agreed upon among 
themselves as permissable.

Washington, D. C.—OP)—Reduced 


federal tax rates, particularly those 
on Individual incomes, resulted para- 
doxically in a heavy Increase in col- 
lections for the fiscal year ending 
June 30 last, the first In which the 
lowered rates were in effect, over 
those- of the previous year. This was 
revealed Monday in the annual report 
of the International Revenue bureaji 
which shiwed the total increase, to be 
$251,859,623 and that virtually every 
sort of levy except the admission tax 
yielded a. larger return than in the 
Sscal year which ended June 30. 1925. 
Total internal revenue collections 


In the past fiscal year from all some- 
es were $2,835,999.892 with more than 
a quarter of 'this collected in New 
York state. 


INCOME TAX LARGER

brought $33,698,054 more than in 1925, 
while the corporation levies, under a 
rate increased by one-half of one per

Ironwood, Mich. — OR— At 11:30 


Monday morning 43 men in the Pabst 
mine had been entombed three days. 
From four directions heavy crews of 
men are 
doggedly driving toward 


their imprisoned comrades with every 
resource of the Gogeblc range and 
every thought of an engineer that 
may help at their disposal. 


The men have been in their dun- 


geon since 11:30 Friday morning when 
a cave-In closed G shaft after hurtling 
the cage to destruction at the bottom 
of the 2,600-foot shaft and the three 
passengers In the cage to death. The 
bodies were brought up out of H 
shaft of *he Pabst mine Saturday. 
The entombed men are without food 
and have been without food since the 
accident, save for the lunch pails of 
the married men, who carried dinnei 
underground with them when they 
went to work at 8 -o'clock Friday 
morning. They have an ample sup- 
ply Of good water, and mine offlciaJs 
aver, plenty of good air. The work- 
ings of/-the elghtl* level extend-back 
from the shaft l,lQkIeet..with numer- 
ous rooms and short side drifts where 
ore Has been extracted. 


. MEN ARE TOGETHER 


Forty of the men, at least, are to- 


gether on the eighth level, 727 feet 
from the surface as the shaft runs, at 
70 degree angle. It is feared, how- 
ever, that three shaft inspectors are 
separated from the main body, two 
of them on the thirteenth level ana 
one on the eighteenth. Exact location 
of these three men Is unknown, as 
their duties were to travel up and 
down the shaft continuously to to 
spect it as a safety measure. 
A diamond drill started boring 


through 400 feet of earth from sec- 
ond level to eighth level Monday, 2%- 
inch drill being used. It is planned 
to communicate with the imprisoned 
men when the pipe is down to eighth

In burning bank records Mr. Daugher- 


ty followed somewhat the same line of de- 
fense pursued by Governor Len Small of 
Illinois when that state was trying to find 
hundreds of thousands of dollars of in- 
terest Mr. Small had failed to account for 
as state treasurer. 
Over night Small's 


bank records disappeared. The officers of 
the bank professe'd to know nothing of the 
disappearance. The bank was not robbed 
nor did other accounts disappear. 
The 


public can draw its own conclusions and 
will draw them. 
Men accused of crime 


who destroy material evidence in doing so 


., have only one purpose, that of covering up 


wrongdoings.

dependent bureaus'1 now, besides xa great 
many more which are supposed to be de- 
partmental sub-divisions, but really oper- 
ate independently.

"Wood, congress-is constantly importuned 
to increase the number. 


Some transient "situation" arises or

infection—you never can tell till you've been ex- 
amined. A paranasal sinus infection dating from 
childhood is the cause of a good many cases of 
chronic multiple arthritis in adults, cases \Wiich are 
subjected to all sorts of foolish maltreatment with 
baths, mineral waters, elimination and the like. 


Dr. Millard F. Arbuckle. St. Louis rhinologist, has 


had well authenticated cases . of heart disease, 
nephritis, (Bristol's disease), arthritis (joint inflam- 
mation), bronchitis and erysipelas in children, from 
paranasal focal Infection. Dr. William McK. Har- 
riot, podiatrist, designates acute parenchymatous 
ephritis as one of the most frequent and most 
erious of the systemic manifestations of sinus in- 
ection in children. 
It Ms not that paranasal sinus Infection always 
egins in childhood. The majority of cases of seri- 
us acute sinusitis occur in adult life. But "silent" 
aranasal 
focal 
infection seems to be strikingly 


ommon in early life. Perhaps that is due to the 
opular habit of ascribing anything a child may 
ave in his head to "cold." 
Absorption of bacterial protei* from a silent par- 
nasal focus Is the factor responsible" for certain 
asee of asthma in young persons. 


ri William A. Krieger, Poughkeepsie rhinologist. 


eports that chorea (St. Vitus' dance) with heart 
nvolvement has been successfully treated by drain- 
go of the paranasal sinus infection. He finds that 
most of the bacteria responsible for these paranasal 
nfectlons produce an acid reaction, and therefore, 
e advocates milk alkaline solutions rather than 
trong antiseptics in cleansing the nasal cavities. 
Doctor Krieger urges the conservative drainage of 
nfccted sinuses by means of suction apparatus, 
nd he finds that ultraviolet treatment 
following 


leansing of the infected sinus is of considerable 
•alue; of course this requires special 
apparatus 


and technical skill in applying it. 


Aside from surgical measures and suction drain- 


age, two other general remedies deserve mention, 
or those with chronic sinus disease. The first is 
general sun bathing—exposure of the naked skin 
o sunlight, enough to acquire a coat of tan with- 
5Ut suffering from sunburn. Probably exposure to 
^unlight is the secret of benefit some sufferers de- 
rive from "change of climate." The other remedy is 
cod liver oil—a teaspoonful or two or three daily 
of any good brand of plain cod liver oil. This has 
been well dubbed "bottled sunshine," like sunshine, 
t provides the factor which we call "vitamin," es- 
sential for the development of the greatest immun- 
ty against respiratory infection.

HIGHER GAS TAX 


Claims This Is Solution to 


Problem to Securing Funds 
for More Highways 


A gasoline tax of 5 cents per gallon 


and a large Increase in registration 
fees is the solution of the question of 
supplying additional funds for extend- 
ing and maintaining the present high- 
way system, believe engineers, wiio 
specialize in the 
nation's 
highway 


needs. 


According to these men. the present 


yearly program of extension of 
the 


various types of hard surfaced roads 
are but enough to provide 
i-asking 


space for the annual output of motor 
factories. There is an increasing de- 
.nand for more and better roadwavs, 
and to build and maintain such roads 
cosih money. 


This money can only be provided by 


the public. A great share of the money 
spent in road improvement and main- 
tenance yearly, now is supplied by the 
motorist*, who pays a gasoline 
tax. 


This method is becoming more and 
more popular. 


MANY ADOPT PLAN 
. 


State after state- has fallen in line 


with a gas tax until today there are 
only four states in the country—New 
York. New Jersey, Massachusetts and 
Illinois—where there is no sales tax 
on gasoline. These states, all centers 
of population, undoubtedly have ro- 
frained from,en.>ct ing the gas tax into 
law through nol:t;cal 
considerations, 


for in each of them the number of au- 
tomobile owners is big enough to 
swing an election 'f it could be massed 
for or against a i...ndidatc on the gas 
tax issue. 


Notwithstanding, economists and au- 


tomotive engineers believe that even 
these four states will have to come to 
the gasoline tax 
before long, as a 


method for financing the upkeep of 
their highways if not for their further 
extension. 


Forty-four states and the District of 


Columbia tax every gallon of gasoline 
sold for automobile use within their 


borders. And. as indicative of the 
trend, the tax 
IMS gone up with a 


whoop In many of these localities. It 
started half a dozen years or so ago in 
a few states 
•Aith a modest tax of 1 


cent a gallon: today only two states, 
Rhode Island and Texas, have !>o low 
a rate. 


2-CENT TAX FAVORED 


Twenty-one Mates impose A ta^ of 


2 cents a gallon. They are Alabama. 
California. Colorado, Connecticut. Del- 
aware, Iowa. Kansas. Louisiana. Mary- 
land. Michigan. Minnesota. Missouri, 
Montana. Nebraska. New Hampshire. 
Vermont, Washington and Wisconsin. 
In addition, a 2-cent lax Js imposed by 
the District of Columbia. 


In Wyoming the tax rate Is S& 


cents. .It is 3 cents a gallon in the 
nine states of Arizona. Idaho. Indiana. 
Maine, New Mexico, Oklahoma. Ore- 
gon, South .Dakota and Tennessee. In 
three states. Georgia. Utah and West 
Virginia, the rate is 3% cents a gal- 
lon, and in five Mates. Arkansas, Flor- 
ida. Mississippi, Nevada and North 
Carolina, the late is 4 cents. Virginia 
imposes a 4 H -cent gasoline tax. and 
Kentucky and South Carolina Impose 
a 5-cent tax. Through the Imposition 
of the gasoline ta.t. the 44 states and 
the District of Columbia raised- a to- 
tal of more than $146,000.000 in rev- 
enue last year. In addition motorists 
were taxed a total of $160,619.621 in 
registration fees, swelling tho grand 
total of their class contribution to up- 
ward Of $406.600.000. In theory all of 
this money should have been devoted 
to the extension and maintenance of 
the highway system. In practice, how- 
ever, such was not the case in many 
states which used lor education, rec- 
reation and other purposes a. consider- 
able proportion of tho motorists' taxes.
